Based upon the sample documents received from your office on December 15,2011,1 
request the following: 

Documents: 

• All USCIS Circuit Ride “Trip Reports”; 

• Data on refugee adjudications broken down by Circuit Ride Team Leader and 
individual officer; 

• All analysis of data on refugee adjudications and related correspondence, as 
exemplified by emails you provided discussing “RFR Pilot Cases” and 
“RFR/Denial Letter Tracking” on pages 1-8 of the sample documents; and 

• All reports and presentations analyzing data on refugee adjudications, as 
exemplified by pages 9-11 of the sample documents.

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Please provide the requested documents in electronic format on a rolling basis as they 
become available. Please also provide me with tentative release dates for the requested 
documents, as required by 5 U.S.C. § 552(a)(7)(B)(ii). 

All of these documents should be provided free of charge pursuant to your agency's granting 
of our fee waiver on September 29,2011 (enclosed). 

To the extent that USCIS finds any redactions are necessary, I ask that you justify each 
deletion by reference to specific exemptions under FOIA. I expect USCIS to release all 
segregable portions of otherwise exempt material. I reserve the right to appeal your decision 
to withhold any information. 

Please note that this letter does not address the entirety of my FOIA request originally 
submitted on July 15, 2011. I have several other requests pending under this FOIA Request 
control number. Some of these requests respond to previously disclosed sample documents, 
while others were consolidated under this control number for administrative purposes. This 
request responds only to those sample documents I received on December 15,2011.
